1.  The  Bhadrawah  Jagir  which  at  previous  censuses  used  to  he 
shown  as  a  separate  district  of  the  Jammu  Province  ceases  to  exist  as  a 
separate  administrative  unit  and  has  been  amalgamated  with  the  Udham- 
pur  District  with  which  its  totals  have  consequently  been  incorporated. 

2.  The  totals  of  Clienani  Jagir  were  included  in  Udhampur 
District  in  the  past  but  the  Jagir  being  a  separate  administrative  unit 
its  totals  have  been  shown  separately  under  the  proper  head  “Jagirs”. 

3.  The  three  districts  of  Kashmir  North,  Kashmir  South  and 
Muzaffarabad  make  up  the  Provincial  Total  of  Kashmir  Province.  At 
the  last  census  an  additional  heading  of  “Kashmir  Yalley”  was  inclu¬ 
ded  in  the  tables  which  simply  represented  the  totals  of  “Kashmir  North” 
and  “Kashmir  South”.  This  heading  being  superfluous  has  been  deleted 
from  the  present  tables. 

4.  The  figures  of  area  of  the  Jammu  and  Kashmir  Provinces 
are  based  on  the  information  supplied  by  the  Survey  Department  of  the 
Government  of  India.  The  area  figures  of  the  Frontier  Province  have 
been  repeated  from  1921  Ceusus  Table. 

5.  The  total  number  of  villages  is  exclusive  of  154  uninhabited 
villages  besides  15  inhabited  villages  which  constitute  the  towns  of 
Kathua,  Parol,  Pampur  and  Skardu. 

6.  The  population  of  3  villages  of  Karlup  Jagir  of  the  Raja 
Sabib  of  Pooncli  is  included  in  the  population  of  the  Jammu  District 
as  was  done  in  1921.
